( Harrodsburg Republican.) 
In the window of the Blue 
Front may be seen the ninety 
;ight pound Silver King 
tarpon, caught by editor Lew 
Brown, in the bay near 
Petersburg, Florida. Mr. 
nwn besides beingan editor, 
tn earnest disciple of Izauk 
Walton, never missing an op 
irtunity of runuing down 
the finny tribe. 
The monster fish fought 
>r an hour and thirty-two 
minutes before he was finally 
subdued, and would jump as 
high as ten feet iu the air.
